It is not easy for me to speak about my father as “King”. History only is 
entitled to do that. Others may be more capable of doing justice to such a 
great man, who established a self-made kingdom, who preserved a glorious 
heritage, and maintained peace and discipline in a land where chaos and fear 
had dominated its provinces, principalities, emirates and tribes. 

But I may mention some characteristics that enabled him to set up this 
realm, despite all difficulties and horrors.

Thus he regained his 
country.

With great wisdom and patience he handles matters peacefully. He is tolerant 
and leniet with his rivals, and would only resort to force after exhausting all 
means, when there is no other alternative. 

Owing to his prudence and decisiveness, security has prevailed all over the 
country in a manner unknown even in most civilized countries. His alertness 
and strict treatment of criminals made accidents rare, and people felt secure. 

As a father, I may say that His Majesty is considered a father by all his 
subjects, for he is famous for his great attention, affection and sympathy. 

In bringing us up, he combines both mercy and decisiveness. He never 
discriminates between his sons and his people; for justice has but one criterion.
